Fr snerice vs is the text of Charles A. Lindbergh's address at the 


night: 

Recent developments, both na- 
tional and personal, have prevent- 
ed my writing the type of address 
I planned on giving here tonight. 
Formal speeches take time in prep- | 
aration, and for one reason or 
another, it is not possible to say 
in them all that I wish to say to 
you at this meeting. In the few 
hours I had to prepare this ad- 
dress, I found myself writing as 
one would write to an old friend, 
rather than as one should address 
@ large audience. Since there is 
no time to write again, and since 
I feel that I am among old friends 
here in St. Louis, I speak to you 
without the caution and reserve 
that are supposed to accompany 
public addresses. 


As I look at this crisis we are 
fn, as I see the intolerance, hatred, 
and confusion of war creeping 
steadily closer to this country, I 
have the impulse to cry out and 
ask: Why must all this be brought 
to America? Why must this na- 
tion, the one place in the world 
where the races of Europe have 
lived peacefully together, why, in 
this second century of our national 
existence, must the quarrels of the 
Old World be thrust into our midst? 
Have we not problems enough of 
our own, without dividing our peo- 
ple over the issue of a foreign 
war? Why must our strength and 
our unity be dissipated in this 
way: 

I feel this the more keenly be- 
cause, only a few days ago, I re- 
signed my commission in the Air 
Corps. I resigned because [I felt 
that the statements of the Presi- 
dent left me no honorable alterna- 
tive. This situation arose because 
I, together with millions of Amer- 
ficans, believe that our country 
ahould not enter the war in Eu- 
rope; while the President, and 
many with him, believe we should 
take part.in that war. 

I would far rather be flying in 
my country’s air force than ap- 
pearing on lecture platforms and 
making radio addresses. Those of 
us who are arguing against- the 
war have nothing to gain except 
the welfare of our country. We 
épeak only from the depths of our 
conviction. Most of us desire noth- 
ing more than to return to our 
private lives and occupations. But 
we know that this nation is being 
led into a major disaster, and we 
would be poor Americans, indeed, 
if we stood quietly by without 
even raising our voices in oppo- 
sition. 

Third Nation Being Led 
Into War Unprepared . 
' This is the third great nation 
that I have watched being led into 
war without adequate preparation, 
and without the true facts and 
ues of the war being placed be- 
ote the people. In England, in 
France, and now in my own coun- 
try, I have listened to politicians 
@nd idealists calling upon the peo- 
ple for war, with hardly a thought 
of how that war is to be fought 
or won. I have seen France fall; 
I see England falling; and now I 
gee America being led into the 
game morass. I knew, in 1939, 
that England and France were not 
prepared to wage war successfully, 
and I know that America is not 
prepared today to wage a success 
ful war in Europe. 
In England and in France, the 
Bie were not told of their own 
military weakness, or of their 
enemy’s military strength. The 
war was not discussed in terms 
of fighting, but rather in terms of 
, wishing? On every side,»I heard 
‘the shouts that Hitler must be 
But in all the time I 
lived and traveled in those coun- 
tries, I never heard one intelli- 
or a discussion of how Poland 
was to be saved, or how Germany 
could be invaded through the Sieg- 
fried Line. 
Now, here in my own country, I 


They do not tell us the true 
condition of our army and our 
air force any more than the people 
of France and England were told. 
They have never accurately in- 
formed us about the progress of 
_the war, or laid before us a plan 
of action. Instead, they have led 
us step by step toward an objec- 
tive they either Ao not care, or 
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that a great war cannot be won 
by such methods. 

I cannot explain to you in a 
single address all of the reasons 
I have for opposing this war, but 
I think’ I may. be able to place my 
stand more clearly before-you by 
taking my own profession as an 
example. The story of aviation in 
this war is typical of the war. it- 
self, typical of the attitude of men 
and nations, of Europe and of 
America. I would like to tell you 
part of this story tonight, for I 
think it helps to clarify the entire 
picture. 

I have made four trips to Eu- 
rope during the last 15 years, and 
I have spent a total of about three 
years in European countries. My 
interest, at first, lay in the possi- 
bility of establishing trans-Atlan- 
tic air routes. Later, I concen- 
trated my attention on the de- 
velopments of military aviation. 


Bombing Planes No Big 


Menace to This Country 


I shall pass over the studies I 
made in connection with the air 
routes. It soon became obvious 
that trans-oceanic flying was per- 
fectly practical, and that it would 
develop rapidly, as it has been do- 
ing. But because trans-Atlantic 
air routes can be operated com- 
mercially, people should not jump 
to the hasty conclusion that trans- 
Atlantic bombing is equally prac- 
tical. This is not the case. Bomb- 
ing planes can be built to fly across 
the ocean, but their cost is too 
high and their effectiveness too 
low to make them a serious men- 
ace to this country. 


I shall start my story in 1936, in 
England. I found that aviation 
there was many years behind that 
in America. The fatality rate on 
Brifish airlines was several times 
greater than that of our American 
lines. Biplanes still predominated 
both for commercial flying and 
in the Royal Air Force. England 
was ‘just beginning to copy the 
types of metal monoplanes that we 
had been flying in America for 
several years. But most serious 
of all was the fact that few Eng- 
lishmen, even in aviation, realized 
that they were lagging far behind. 
They saw only the infrequent ex- 
amples such as the design of the 
Spitfire fighter, in which ° their 
country led. It is true that the 
Spitfire had the best performance 
of any fighting plane in the world 
when it was built. But the aver- 
age quality of the British Air 
Force was far below this stand- 
ard, 

From England, I went to the 
Continent. I found the French 
aviation industry in deplorable con- 
dition. The production of mili- 
tary aircraft had come almost to 
a standstill. There was not a 
single squadron of thoroughly mod- 
ern fighters or bombers. in the 
French Air Force. France did not 
manufacture a service engine of 
high enough power to meet the 
requirements .of modern military 
aircraft. 


Finds Great Aviation 

Industry in Germany 

In Germany, on the other hand, 
I found an aviation industry such 
as the world had never seen be- 
fore. The entire country was cov- 
ered with factories for airplanes 
and engines, and with training 
schools for pilots. The designs 
were modern, the types were stand- 
ardized, and the production rate 
was higher by far than that of 
any other nation. 

By the time my first visit to 
Germany was over, it was not dif- 
ficult to foresee what lay ahead. 
There would either be a readjust- 
ment of the conditions which ex- 
isted in Europe or there would be 
war. I hoped there might be a 
peaceful readjustment, for I be- 
gan to realize what a major war 
would mean. I then decided that 
I would give up the plans I had 
made, and devote the major por- 
tion of my time to a study of 
aviation in Europe, and the effect 
it would have on future wars. 

The result has not been very sat- 
isfactory. We put liquid-cooled en- 
gines in planes that had been de- 
signed for air-cooled engines. We 
began mass production with un- 
tried types. We attempted to fur- 
nish England and France with 
airplanes at thé same time that 
we were expanding our own air 
forces. Up to date, we have not 
accomplished our objective either 
at home or abroad. The same con-

I have taken aviation as an _il- 
lustration of what happened to 
Europe, and what is happening to 


“| america today, I have tried to 


show you the confusion, the loose 
thinking, and the lack of prepa- 
ration that existed in France and 
England befo 
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the United States today, including 
both army and navy, both modern 
and obsolescent types, is-not more 
than Germany can produce in a 
few weeks. It is a small fraction 
of her present air force. To enter 
a European war today with our air 
force would be almost as great a 
folly as that committed by France 
when she declared war on Ger- 
many in 1939. 

Now there are people in Ameri- 
ca and England who say that this 
war can be won by building great 
quantities of fighting planes in 
this country and shipping or fly- 
ing them to England, until there 
are so many airplanes in-the Brit- 
ish Isles that England can gain 
supremacy of the air over the 
Continent of Europe and bomb the 
German nation to defe@.. This is 
not a plan that originated with the 
officers of our army or Air Corps. 
Strange as it may seem, these 
plans are almost always conceived 
outside of .o9ur military forces. 
They are result of wishing 
rather than\of planning. They 
usually originate in the minds of 
politicians 4 fdealists who have 
little practical knowledge of what 
they are advocating. Sometimes 
they are nothing more than the 
oratory of a political. campaign. 


In France, the situation was dif- 
ferent, but just as ominous. Many 
members of the Daladier Govern- 
ment realized how hopelessly far 
behind French aviation had fallen. 
But the previous administration 
had left the aviation industry in a 
paralyzed condition. Years would 
be required to make France a 
first-class power in the air on 
modern standards, French avia- 
tion leaders knew that Germany 
would take the supremacy of the 
air within the first few days of a 
War. 


It was clear to me, by the fall of 
1937, that the United States was 
the only nation in the world capa- 
ble of competing with Germany in 
aviation. We held the same pre- 
dominant position in America that 
Germany held in Burope. We had 
certain advantages. Our natural 
resources were greater, and our 
country was more adapted to the 
use of airlines. On the other hand, 
Germany had built a larger avia- 
tion industry, and constructed 
more extersive aeronautical re- 
search facilities than we, To state 
the situation briefly, our develop- 
ment in aviation had been prima- 
rily commercial, Germany's had 
been primarily military. We led 
the world in our chosen field, while 
she led the world in hers. 


This situation was all right 
from our standpoint as long as we 
remained in our own hemispher. 
But it was filled with the utmost 
danger if we-intended to take part 
in a European war. Leadership in 
commercial aviation cannot be 
changed quickly into leadership in 
military aviation. While we were 
developing our air routes in North 
and South America, and across the 
oceans, Zurope forged ahead of us 
in the design and manufacture of 
military aircraft. By 1937, Ger- 
many was producing fighters and 
bombers by the thousands. Eng- 
land had developed the Spitfire as 
a reply. The strength of our own 
air force was negligible by com- 
parison. Our pursuit planes were 
from 50 to 70 miles an hour slower 
than those abroad. They were not 
even as fast as the newest bomb- 
res that were being built in Eu- 
rope, By 1939, the only important

Desperate Attempt to 
Improve U. S. Planes 


Now, it takes several years to 
develop an entirely new type of

our own Government awoke to the 
fact that we had fallen seriously 
behind Europe in military aviation, 
they made a desperate atempt to 
improve the performance of Amer- 
ican fighting planes without tak- 
ing the time to design and build 
completely new types. 

I found that aviation in Italy was 
not keeping pace with that of Ger- 
many, or even with that of Eng- 
land. Russia had large factories 
filled with machinery imported 
from other countries; but Russian 
operation was inefficient, the 
planes they constructed were of 
mediocre quality, their organiza- 
tion was not good, and their main-

Many Impractical Ideas 
Afloat Since War Began 


In England, in France, and in 
the United States ,these impracti- 
cal ideas have been circulated ever 
since the war began, and even be- 
fore it began. Poland was to be 
saved by the French army march- 
ing through the Siegfried line. 
The war was to be won by an in- 
vasion of Italy. Finland was to 
be aided by the Allied armies 
crossing Norway and Sweden. 
Germany was to be invaded 
through Denmark. Norway was 
to be guarded by the British fleet. 
The Low Countries were to be pro- 
tected by bringing in the French 
and British armies, Greece was to 
he the foothold for an invasion of 
Germany through the Balkans.

None of the smaller coun- 
tries of Europe had air fleets mod- 
ern enough and large enough to 
be’ an important factor in a major 
‘war. 

It soon became apparent to me 
that Germany was’ making herself 
as powerful in the air as England 
was on the sea: By 1936, Germany. 
had established a lead in military 
aviation that no country in Europe 
had the facilities to overtake. It 
was not a case; as was so often 
said, of England and France being 
able to catch up in time. They 
were even then—three years before 
the start of war—hopelessly out- 
distanced in the air of Europe. 

So far, I have outlined the fac- 
tual conditions I found in Europe 
in the years preceding this war. 
I would now like to tell you a little 
about the conversations I had with 
people in the different countries 
involved. 

Prime Minister Baldwin 

Refused to Listen 

After I returned to England from 
Germany, I had an opportunity to 
talk to the Prime Minister, « Mr. 
Baldwin, one evening in London, I 
told him of my belief that Ger- 
many was rapidly taking the same 
place in the air that England had 
at sea, and that for her own safety 
it was essential for England to in- 
crease the strength of the Royal Air 
Force greatly. The Prime Minister 
was very courteous, but he changed 
the subject immediately. 

Time and time again, whenever 
the opportunity arose, I talked to 
members of the British Govern- 
ment about military aviation in 
Europe. They. were always cour- 
teous, but seldom impressed, Even 
reports given by their own officers 
in the Royal Air Force, who had 
been to Germany, were greeted by 
English politicians with the retort 
that aviation people had always 
overemphasized the importance of 
their profession. In fact, when I 
was in Berlin in 1938, I was told by 
the British Ambassador to Ger- 
many that his own Government 
would not believe his reports about 
the German air force, It is impossi-

The gtatement, issued through 
Democratic State headquarters 
here, came in the wake of mount- 
ing reports of failure of the re- 
count to bear out McDaniel’s 
charges of irregularities, growing 
dissatisfaction of Democratic Leg- 
islators over the prolonged pro- 
cedure and results so far, and the 
feeling among some Democrats, 
originally strong supporters of the 
contest, that it will fail to accom- 

purpose, 
2432-Vote Gain Claimed. 

Republican State Committee 
headquarters here claimed today 
Donnell had made a net gain of 
2482 votes on uncontested ballots 
in 52 counties in which the recount 
has been completed. This included 
official returns from 17 of . the 
counties and complete but unoffi- 
mial returns from Republican rep- 
resentatives in the recount-in 35 


votes and in which McDaniel sup- 
porters hope for substantial gains, 
has a Board of Election Commis- 
sioners appointed by former Gov.

The thwarted Tobruk assaults 
were declared to have cost the: 
Axis forces heavy losses. These 
attacks were carried out for the 
most’part by Germans using tanks 
with considerable air support, The 
Middle East command said two 
stukas were bagged. . 

Axis Drive Stalled. 

Military sources said the persist- 
ence of the Axis attacks indicated 
fully the British hold on Tobruk 
was stalling the Axis drive across 
Northern Africa. They added that 
continuation of these attacks was 
to be expected. 

The troops which swept behind 
the Axis line at Sollum were said 
to have cut the SBardia-Tobruk 
road for a time while they were 
rounding up the surprised Ger- 
mans and Italians. In addition to 
the prisoners they brought back a 
big field gun. 

This daring maneuver also 
gained useful information concern- 
ing disposition of the Axis troops. 
Military quarters said the foray 
showed the British still retain 
their old cunning at desert war- 
fare and are not losing the initia- 
tive. 

Thus the army of the Nile, out- 
numbered and awaiting reinforce- 
ment from the east, pursued the 
harassment of the German and 
Italian forces, 

Simultaneously with these land 
operations, Royal Air Force bomb- 
ers pounded Axis shipping and an 
official announcement said a de- 
stroyer and a merchant ship were 
sunk in the Mediterranean, 

Additional R. A. F. units raided 
Axis communications in the desert 
and were said to have set afire a 
number of vehicles in a convoy 
near El Aden. The R. A, F. 
command announced that a Ger- 
man bomber and two fighters were 
downed in the Tobruk area and 
the South African air force was 
credited with downing one Italian 
craft and destroying another on 
the ground in Ethiopia.

Unarmored Small Car of U. 5. Army 


Considered an Answer to the Tank 


Swarms of~-Machines, Known as ‘Puddle 
Jumpers,’ Would Defeat Heavy Armored 


Fighters, According to Theory — Could 


Maneuver on Difficult Ground.

WASHINGTON, May 3. ° 

N the “puddle jumper”—an un- 

i armored midget car, over-en- 
gined and. powerfully gunned, 
which can be produced in swarms 
thinks it may have found an an- 
swer to the tank. This is half of 
the new air-tank team which has 
displaced the traditional artillery- 
infantry team. 


The chief military lesson of the 
German conquest of Yugoslavia 
and Greece, it is held, is that for 
the third time in a year the Nazis 
have successfully employed the 
same pattern of dive-bombers plus 
armored vehicles—and on three 
terrains utterly different—the flat 
lands of the Low Countries and 
France, the African desert and 
the Balkan mountains. 

Advantages of the “puddle 
jumper,” in addition to cheapness 
and immediate availability for 
mass production, are said to be 
that it is swift and maneuverable, 
can travel over territory impass- 
able even to a horse and offers 
virtually no target. The theory is 
that hordes of these whippets will 
be able to swarm about heavier 
tanks and bring them down, much 
as Drake's light craft defeated the 
galleons of the Spanish Armada, 


Two Big Military Problems 

The neut tion of the tank 
and location of night bombers are 
said to be the chief problems now 
confronting military science, The 
second has not yet been solved, 
but is being studied day and 
and night. 


Contrary to a general impres-. 


sion created by Italian defeats in 
Albania, experts of the armored 
force, it is declared, have always 
known that tanks could be used 
in mountainous country if there 
was willingness to pay the price. 
Figures on German casualties in 
Greece are not available, but it is 
thought the Nazi forces paid a 
price that could have been asked 
of no other army in the world. 
The Reich’s military machine is 
said to have been constructed on 
a policy of prodigal westage, both 
of men and material. This, in turn, 
was based on immense reserves 
of man power and unlimited pro- 
diction. * : 
The teckless daring with which 
armored columns were used in 
France is thought to have been 
due to the fact that Germany had 
20 divisions of tanks and could 
lose three or four without serious 


damage. 

The American army now has two 
armored divisions, only partly 
equipped, and hopes to activate 


two more by June, two others in / 


October and two in 1942. This 
would make eight armored divi-

sions in all. We also have one 
division completely motorized. The 
plan is to create five such divi- 
sions in addition, beginning this 
fall, 

On his own authority, but with 
reasonable assurance, the writer 
is in position to offer the follow- 
ing statements regarding the 
American defense program and 
the war in Europe: 


The National Guard and Selec- 
tive Service acts were inspired by 
a possibility that the British fleet 
might be eliminated, whether by 
destruction or surrender. Other- 
wise, the creation of a great Amer- 
ican peacetime army would not 
make sense. 


Fast Planes at Pearl Harbor 


Up to last February, the main 
American fleet, based on Hawaii, 
had as air protection only a few 
slow and obsolete fighting planes, 
armed with light machine guns, 
without leakproof gas tanks or 
pilot armor. Today Pearl Harbor 
is declared to be invulnerable 
to air attack, thanks to a fleet 
of fast, modern fighters and me- 
dium bombers. In case of need, 
Flying Fortresses can be sent in 
numbers to Hawaii. 


Fort Benning, with one armored 
and one motorized division, plus 
aircraft based there and near Sa- 
vannah, is being used as a model 
of up-to-date warfare for the en- 
}tire army. Officers from all other 
posts are constantly sent to Fort 
Benning so that they may ob- 


eration, instead of studying them 
On paper. 


Under its mass production pro- 
gram, Germany has _ built tanks 
of relatively soft metal, but they 
are designed as rarely to offer a 
norma] surface to projectiles. 


For military or technical: rea- 
sons, Germany has never exerted 
the full force of its air arm. Prob- 
ably not more than 1500 planes 
were used in the Balkan cam- 
paign. During the week of April 
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They were based mostly on Sicily 
and Bulgaria. In addition, the 
Germans sent about 70 bombers 
to Tripoli and used 300 planes as 
troop transports. Parachutes were 
employed on a considerable scale 
for mine laying. 

For attacks on ports such as 
Piraeus, the Nazi bombers flew 
very low, without fighter escorts 
and with complete disregard of 
anti-aircraft defense, which prob- 
ably was very poor. 


Intelligence Work in Balkans 


As in previous operations, the 
Germans based their Balkan cam- 
paign on sound intelligence work. 
That region has long been a fer- 
tile field for Nazi espionage. The 
Germans struck straight at vital 
points, which were not necessarily 
the easiest. For years it has been 
the habit of some German staff of- 
ficers to spend their winter vaca- 
tions in Cyrenaica. 


It is a mistake to believe the 
German time-table was disrupted 
by the Balkan diversion. No more 
than 40 out of 260 divisions were 
employed there. Hitler was still 
strong enough to have undertaken 
a simultaneous invasion of Eng- 
land, had he so desired. 


The new air-tank team is not re- 
garded here as a major revolution 
in warfare—such as the over- 
throw of the Roman legion by 
cavalry at Adrianople, or the 
downfall of feudalism before Eng- 
lish bowmen ag Crecy. 


The reason the British army was 
able to escape at Dunkerque was 
that the swift German advance, 
unexpected even by the high com- 
mand, outran air base facilities. 
Because of the short range of 
fighter craft, Nazi bombers were 
left virtually unprotected, British 
interceptors, based near at hand 
across the Channel, were able to 
fall upon enemy bombers with 
devastating effect.

British G Shoots Higl 

The 37-inch gun, the British 
argue, has 50 per cent more ex- 
plosive power and can send a shell 
6000 feet higher than the Ameri- 
can gun. This last is the chief 
point that the British have tried 
to hammer home. 

The principal argument the 
Americans make for the 90-milli- 
meter gun is that it is quicker- 
firing, throwing out more shells 
(per minute than the British gun. 
But the military experts with the 
British Supply Commission reply 
that this is a minor virtue since 
the speed of the modern airplane 
shifts so rapidly as to make speed 
of firing, above a certain minimum, 
relatively unimportant. 

Another argument used by the 
Americans against the British gun 
is that it is heavier and therefore 
less mobile. But the British an- 
swer that their weapon has amply 
proved its mobility in the Libyan 
campaign, where it was moved 
back and forth across the. desert 
with remarkable ease during Gen. 
Wavell’s early victories. : 

The British say that of the ap- 
proximately 4000 German pianes, 
which they claim have been 
brought down since the start of 
the war, something like 1000 have 
been brought down by anti-air- 
craft fire, most of these with the 
3.7-inch gun, This contrasts with 
the German anti-aircraft experi- 
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ish what they require is put on 
the Government in Washington.

Lindbergh, wearing a darke blue 
suit, soft shirt and dark tie, was 
cheered loudly when he appeared 
on the stage with Senator Clark 
and Gen. Wood at 8 o'clock. He 
shook hands with a number of 
St. Louis friends, and said in open- 
ing his speech that he was “among 
old friends” in St. Louis. He 
started here as an air mail flyer, 
and the sponsors of his trans- 
Atlantic flight in the “Spirit of St. 
Louis,” in May, 1927, were St. 
Louis men. 

Saying at the outset that he 
could not give, in a single speech, 
all his reasons for his attitude, 
Lindbergh did not discuss the 
naval or sea power phase of the 
war, or the effect of a British de- 
feat on the United States or Latin 
America. 

In his discussion of the present 
military situation in Europe, Lind- 
bergh said the German air 
strength was still being underesti- 
mated, and the position of Eng- 
Jand and the United States over- 
estimated, and that “the idea that 
England, with our assistance, can 
equal Germany’s strength in the 
air by 1942 or 1943, is a complete 
fallacy.” 

Even if parity in air forces could 
be obtained, he: said, the geo- 
graphical advantages of position, 
location of air bases and acces- 
sibility of enemy objectives, would 
be with Germany. 

“In other words,” he continued, 
“no matter how many planes we 
build in America and send to Eng- 
land, we cannot make the British 
Isles stronger than Germany in 
militayy aviation. Either we 
would have to capture other air 
bases on the continent by armed 
invasion, or an internal collapse 
would have to take place in Ger- 
many, before England could gain 
supremacy of the air in Europe.” 

“Can Defend Hemisphere.” 

“Why,” he asked, “must our peo- 
ple be divided over this question 
of European war? Here in Amer- 
ica, we are prepared to win a vic- 
tory. Here, we can defend our 
own nation—our own hemisphere. 
Here, we can develop a civilization 
as great or greater than any the 
world has ever known. 

“We have every geoguaphical ad- 
vantage for defense. We have un- 
limited natural resources, We have 
the most highly organized indus- 
try in the world. And we have 
another advantage in defending 
our own: country—the most im- 
portant of all. It is unity of pur- 


pose. 
“Every true American is ready 
to fight to preserve our nation. 


Every one of us is ready to lay 


down his life if necessary for the 
defense of America. On questions 
of American defense, our strength 
is multiplied by the unity among 
us. It is only when we are told 
that our destiny lies in Europe, in 
Asia, in the Sue2, in Singapore or 
in Dakar that we divide. 

“We all know there are things 
worth fighting for, and dying for, 
if it is necessary for their preserva- 
tion. But they are right here in 
our own country; they lie at our 
feet: for us, they are not over 
some distant horizon, an ocean and 
more away. Our American tradi- 
tion, our heritage, our indepen- 
dence, our freedom, our right to 
work out our own way of life— 
these, it is our duty and our privi- 
lege to preserve and défend.”

We persuaded Greek authorities 
to allow us to set otit on the Ionian 
Sea aboard a G food ship. We 
left just after an air attack 
wrecked a destroyer lying in the 
port and made a shambles of the 
port authority offices and a nearby 
hotel. 

Several Days of Hiding. 

For three nights we dodged 
through mine fields, circled around 
islands and pushed toward the 
Greek mainland under the cover of 
darkness. For three days we hid 
in woods while our 200-ton schoon- 


a cove. 
One day we spent hiding on the 
island of Leukas, watching Italian 
bombers circling over nearby 
Ithaca, birthplace of Ulysses. 


Another day we hid on top of an | 


island already occupied by the Ger- 
mans, in an ancient monastery 
where the monks fed us goat 
cheese, raisins, almonds and honey, 
then hid us until dusk. 

The moment our schooner 
‘touched itg nose to the wharf at 
Petras, air raid sirens began to 
scream. We scrambled over the 
sid: of the vessel and made for 
shelter beneath 12-foot blocks of 
concrete, Stukas roared into sight 
and bombed a hospital ship loaded 
with 5000 wounded Grek soldiers. 

70 Refugees Killed in Raid. 

From our hideout we. could see 
destruction wrought by the raid 
of the night before. Dive bombers 
had attacked the waterfront ‘while 
700 refugees were attempting to 
disembark from flat-bottomed 
boats. Seventy had ben killed and 
their mattresses and bedding still 
lay scattered on the quay, blood 
soaked and tor nto shreds by bul- 
lets. 

Later, while 100 to 200 dead were 
being taken from the hospital ship, 
we hid from another faid in a 
shelter dug out of a mountain side 
and labeled “built with American 
help.” 
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We fled on from Petras toward 
Athens in a Greek troop train 
along a high cliff overhanging the 
sea. Suddenly a Messerschmitt 
roared alongside the train with its 
two machine guns roaring. Men 
riding on top of the train tum- 
bled to the ground. Those of us 
inside sprawled on the floor: I 


} got one bullet in the leg and White 


got two serious wounds in the 
thigh. 

As hundreds of soldiers scram- 
bled =p the mountainside, Hill and 
I. struggled to get White to safety 
under the train while the plane 
roared back and forth spraying 
cars with bullets. 

What possessions we had saved 
from Belgrade we lost when the 
train’s engineer suddenly put on 
steam and left the -dead. and 
wounded behind. We carried White 
to a road and hailed a Royal Air 
Force truck, loaded in the wound- 
ed and sped to Corinth. 


Hospital Train Bompbed. 

While we sped, .so did the luft- 
waffe. As we pulled into town, 
Stukas dive-bombed a 30-car hos- 
pital train, setting. fire to many 
coaches which soon were a flam- 
ing pyre.

Opponents of the measure, 
scarcely hopeful of enough strength 
to vote it down, are confident their 
amendment will attract a majority. 

Their argument is that to seize 
a German or Italian ship in an 
American port and give it to an 
Axis enemy would constitute an 
outright act of war. They con- 
tend it would justify Germany and 
Italy in declaring war on the 
United States. 

Supporters’ Contention. 

Supporters of the measure dis- 
pute this comtention. They assert 
the bill is a means of relieving 
the acute shipping shortage ham- 
pering the delivery of American- 
made war goods to Great. Britain, 
atid regard the measure and the 
action contemplated under it as 
proper. 

As,reported by the House Mer- 
chant Marine Committee, the bill 
would empower the President “to 
purchase, requisition, .., or take 
over the title to or the possession 
of, for such use or disposition as 
he shal] direct, any foreign mer 
chant vessel which is lying idle 
in waters within the jurisdiction 
of the United States.”

If we con- 
tinue to strip ourselves of most of our new

The British and American army programs 
are so inextricably mixed and the details 
of who will get what are so uncertain that 
we may emerge with any kind of air force. 
It may not be the kind we need. 


Britain should receive most of the pur- 


suit planes and short-range light and me- 


dium bombers manufactured here. But we 
should -retain virtually all the heavy long- 
range bombers we are able to produce. Pend- 
ing the completion of a two-ocean ‘navy, 
they must be, relied upon to safeguard one 
coast while the main fleet protects the other.

Roosevelt the Reader Finds Time 
For Papers, Magazines and Books 
Despite Pressure of Presidency 


For Recreation He Reads About Things 
Stamps in His Collection Represent, 
but Never Straight Fiction.

. Yet he rarely uses books for 
mere recreation. He is more col- 
lector than reader and, now that 
his time is closely budgeted, he 
regards books as tools rather than 
as anodynes. He is a selective, 
efficient reader and his amazing 
memory enables him to astonish 
friends who cannot see how he 
can recall episodes in Carl Sand- 
burg’s four-volume biography of 
Lincoln, let alone find the hours 
necessary to read it. 
Stamps as Reading Guide. 
For relief from the strains of 
presidential office he turns to his 
béloved -stamp collection, which 
has broadened his reading inter- 
ests. To know about the varied 
issues, he reads up on the countries 
and the leading figures represent- 
ed by the precious bits of paper. 
If he cannot sleep, an unusual oc- 
currence, he relies more often on 
governmental reports and official 
memoranda, magazines and news- 
papers or on telephone calls to 
Secretaries Hull, Morgenthau and 
Knox than on detective stories. 
On holidays and train journeys, 
he can indulge himself in light and 
pleasureful reading, even a mys- 
tery story or so, but his close 
friends say they cannot remember 
seeing him with plain fiction. He 
prefers magazines with their short 
and complete articles to books re- 
quiring more time. For trips he 
uses a leather brief case or dis- 
patch case made for books. He 
fills it with current magazines. 
Every month or so the Congres- 
sional Library sends to the White 
House and the presidential yacht 
Potomac batches of a hundred or 
so books, roughly divided into fic- 
‘tion and non-fiction and mystery 
stories. There is no indication as 
to who reads these. 


At the White’ House the books 
the President is likely to want are

During the day at 
the executive office he receives 
the Washington Evening Star, and 
at night he goes over the late 
editions of the New York 'World- 
Telegram, the Sun and. Post.’ 

In the office of Stephen Early, 
his press secretary, is the whirring 
‘ticker of the Washington — City 
News Service. When occasion war- 
rants, Darly clips important items 
from the yellow paper roll of the 
ticker and gives them to the Pres- 
‘ident, often with his own comment. 
The President’s reading habits

Where Woollcott Paused. 


In a recent issue of Cosmopoli- 
tan Magazine, Alexander Wooll- 
cott with his usual bravura related .

The President’s heaviest and 
most extensive reading comes from 
“the basket,” the White House 
name for the stack of government- 
al reports and official memoranda, 
which is on his desk during the 
day and at his bedside at night. 
It has plagued every President and 
its size is a measuring rod of the 
worries surrounding the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. In normal times the 
stack is low, for the President can 
dispose of problems as they come 
along; in emergencies it rises— 
problems have piled up. 

One indication of the increase 
in White House burdens is the 
fact that President Hoover re- 
ceived an average of 400 letters 
a day. The Rooseveltian average is 
4000. Of course, only a fraction 
of these receive personal atten- 
tion, but the added work is heavy. 


Reads Fast, Remembers. 


Roosevelt is a fast reader and 
has a memory that retains even 
seemingly useless information for 
years. His mother, commenting on 
his. career at Groton, observed, 
“He did very well in his studies, 
but was far from being a prodigy.”

As to Vallandigham. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N seeking to discredit Col. Charles A. 

Lindbergh as a critic of his war poli- 
cies, President Roosevelt was badly ad- 
vised and unwittingly paid the Colonel 
a high tribute in comparing him with 
Clement L. Vallandigham, the critic of 
Lincoln's war policies. . 

There is no dishonor. attached to Val- 
landigham’s name; orf the contrary, he 
is now remembered as a fearless mar- 
tyr, whose criticism of the conduct of 
the Civil War contributed largely to the 
re-establishment among us of an essen- 
tial principle of Anglo-Saxon liberty, 
‘then withdrawn by Lincoln, namely, the 
immunity of our citizens from arbitrary 
and tyrannical arrest and trial by the 
military arm of the Government. 

Vallandigham was a member of Con- 
gress from Ohio until his defeat in 1862. 
He had criticised Lincoln for suspending 
the writ of habeas corpus and thus abol- 
ishing trial by jury for any victim the 
Government might wish to arrest and 
try before a military court or keep in 
jail indefinitely without trial. 

He was the leader of the Western 
Democrats, who were then termed 
“Butternuts” or “Copperheads,” as those 
opposing war today are called “defeat- 
ists” and “appeasers.” 

In 1868, Vallandigham ran for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor of 
Ohio. In a speech at Mount Vernon, 
O., on May 4, he openly criticised the 
conduct of the war. At 2 o’clock in the 
morning, on May 5, under orders from 
Gen. Burnside, a band of soldiers broke 
into his home in Dayton, dragged him 
off to Cincinnati, where he-.was tried 
by a military court, convicted of “de- 
claring disloyal sentiments” and sen- 
tenced to close confinement for the dura- 
tion of the war. 

So great was the protest that Presi- 
Gent Lincoln commuted his sentence to 
“banishment” to the Southern Confed- 
eracy. But he escaped from the South 
to Canada and conducted his campaign 
as Democratic nominee for Governor 
of Ohio from that safe retreat. He was 
defeated. , : 

It was at ‘this same time that Gen. 
Burnside suppressed the Chicago Times, 
but so much public criticism followed 
that Lincoln, the Commander-in-Chief, 
revoked Burnside’s order. 

Vallandigham’s access to the Supreme 
Court had been closed, but two other 
critics of the administration, Merryman 
and Milligan, who had been similarly 
handled by the military, got their cases 
before the tribunal. 

In the Milligan case, which became 
historic, the court denounced the action 
of the military as lawless and reaffirmed 
the two great principles of freedom: 
1. That the President had no constitu- 
tional authority to suspend the writ of 
habeas corpus, but Congress alone may 
do-so. 2. That military courts are wholly 
without authority to try any private citi- 
zen except in the theater of actual hos- 
tilities where the civil courts cannot 
function. 5 

It was in this case that the Supreme 
Court declared: 


“The Constitution of the United 
States is a law for rulers and peo- 
ple, equally in war and in peace, and 
covers with the shield of its protection 
all classes of men, at all times and 
under all circumstances. No doctrine 
involving more pernicious conge- 
quences was ever invented by the wit 
of man than that any of its provisions 
can be suspended during any of the 
great exigencies of government. 


But that merely recalls a different Su- 
preme Court in a different age.

He says that he 
proposed that Col. Phillips be called before the com- 
mittee so it might have the benefit of Col. Phillips’ 
“valuable views.” Mr. Thomas advises us that he 
knows “Col. Phillips personally” and has “a very 
high regard for him.” He states further that “every 
member of the committee apparently understood 
what I was driving at.” 

After: telling us that we misinterpréted his mo- 
tives, the New Jersey Congressman says: 

I agree with that ~~ of your editorial 
having to do with the need for mechanized 
equipment, a mioving forward of the army with 
the times, and the need for alertness on the part 
of both the people and the Congress, as well 
as the General Staff itself. - 

We are glad to print Mr. Thomas’ statement of 
what he had in mind. Our editorial, however, was 
based not on what Mr, Thomas said, but on the 
eminently sound plea of Col. Phillips for the United 
States to mechanize its defense forces and to staff 
these forces with new leaders who “comprehend 
the changes brought about by new weapons and 
a@itered conditions.” 

We are even more glad to record Mr. Thomas 
on the side of mechanization. Too. few Congressmen 
have been on that side. For years, Ross A. Collins 
of Mississippi waged a virtually single-handed bat- 
tle to motorize the cavalry. He was opposed not 
only in the army but in Congress. 

Nor has the need for advocates of modernization 
of our defense forces passed. A very large part 
of our defense. program consists in training vast 
numbers of men. Some authorities ask if this is not, 
in part at least, a diversion of defense funds which 
should be going into new mechanical equipnrent, 
new mobile arms, néw anti-aircraft batteries, 

Congressman Thomas is in the ideal position for 
keeping a vigilant eye on this problem, for noting 
which tendencies are wise and which are not, and 
informing the American: people. He is a mémber 
of the House committee charged with this very 
responsibility. 

The country is going into its pocket for defense 
funds as never before in its history, Next year the 
Federal Government will collect, so it is forecast, 
$1 out of every $4 for that purpose.

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VIA CAIRO AND VICHY. 

The first intimation that American-made war ma- 
terials were arriving in Africa came Friday in a dis- 
patch from Edward Kennedy, Associated Press cor- 
respondent with the British Expeditionary Force 
newly arrived at Cairo from Greece. 

The second came yesterday in a dispatch from 
Vichy, France, stating that diplomatic circles re- 
ported the arrival of 26 arms-laden American mer- 
chant ships at Suez. 

Is it not curious that the American people, often 
described as “the best-informed people in the world,” 
get their first information of this important develop- 
ment from such remote spots as Cairo and Vichy? 
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WHY EIRE KEEPS HER PORTS. . 

In 1938, Ireland’s emerald, white and gold banner 
replaced the Union Jack over Cobh, Berehaven and 
Lough Swilly. Thus the last of her ports were re- 
stored to Eire, and England and Ireland rejoiced 
at settling an old, bitter quarrel. Today it has begun 
afresh, and America is in the middle of it. 

To reduce heavy shipping losses in the North At- 
lantic, Britain wants Southern and Western Irish 
ports as naval and air bases, Both she and Washing- 
ton have tried, unsuccessfully, to obtain them. 

The Irish people are bitterly and almost unani- 
mously opposed to surrender of their harbors. If the 
ports are lent, the Irish fear they will be gone for 
good. When finally restored, after centuries of Eng- 
lish control, Winston Churchill, among others, ex- 
pressed vigorous opposition. If England gets her 
hands on them again, ask the Irish, will they ever 
be returned? 

Furthermore, by becoming a British base, Hire 
would be brought into the war. The Irish are dead 
against that course. The destruction and blood- 
shed their country would suffer is all out of propor- 
tion to the advantage England would gain, say the 
Irish, pointing out that the British have Lough 
Foyle for a harbor and all Ulster for air bases. 

They add that in 1938, when the wartime value 
of Irish ports was mentioned, Colonial Secretary 
Malcolm McDonald said “the highest British naval 
experts” approved restoration. 

Behind Downing Street's efforts to obtain use of 
their harbors, the suspicious Irish see a plot to bring

AN the flagrant inequality of posses- 

sions and of opportunity ‘now existing 

in democratic societies be corrected by 
the democratic method? If it cannot be 
corrected by the democratic method, the re- 
sulting discontent and confusion will be 
certain, sooner or later, to issue in some 
form of revolutionary or military dictator- 
ship. This is the dilemma which confronts 
democratic societies: to solve their eco- 
nomic problems by the democratic method 
or to cease to be democratic’ societies. 

The problem at the present moment takes 
the spectacular form of unemployment, For 
10 years, in virtually every democratic so- 
ciety, from 10 to 20 per cent of the working 
population, for the most part willing but 
unable to find work, have been kept alive 
by public or private charity or by jobs cre- 
ated for that purpose by the Government. 
Never before in modern democratic socie- 
ties has unemployment reached the propor- 
tions of a major social] catastrophe. 

In a land of potential plenty, millions are 
destitute, Obviously, the situation is one 
which arises not from a lack of potential 
wealth, but from some defect in the method 
of producing and distributing wealth. 

The prevailing system for the production 
and distribution of wealth is variously de- 
noted by the phrases capitalist system, com- 
petitive system, price syst¢m, system of 
free economic enterprise, system of laissez- 
faire. Its theoretical justifiéation derives 
from the assumption that social welfare can 
best be achieved by reducing governmental 
interference with the freedom of the indi- 
vidual to a minimum. 

If we survey a century of. governmental 
regulation of enterprise, it is obvious that 
while it has done much to correct minor 
evils, it has done little or nothing to solve 
the ental problem of an equitable 
distribution of wealth. On the contrary, 
the problem of. the distribution of wealth 
is more serious and more insistent.

Inan arti- 
cle: entitled “Whose .

“The struggle will affect the 
United States in the most drastic 
possible way, and it will involve 
the United States in war, inevi- 
tably. It will involve us because 
a nation of 130,000,000 people, as 
vital and energetic as this one 
fundamentally is, will not accept 
a world-wide challenge to all its 
traditional values and all 
dreams of the future arising out 
of those values without attempting 
to influence the final picture. And, 
since the outcome will be deter- 
mined by force, the United States 
will use force, 

“When, how and under what 
conditions we first employ our 
force will have to be decided by 
the developing situation and the 
state of our own preparedness, in 
so far as it is not determined by 
our enemies. But no man does 
his country a service who lulls it 
into a feeling of false security or 
minimizes the apocalyptic nature 
of the struggle. Those people are 
only disintegrating the morale of 
the nation in advance of a shock 
for which it is already inadequate- 
ly prepared, socially, militarily and 
psychologically.” 

Lippmann Writes With Less Heat. 
Walter Lippmann writes with 
less heat than Miss Thompson, but 
his arguments follow the same gen- 
eral line. He is regarded in Wash- 
ington as a sort of unofficial, but 
highly effective, spokesman of the 
element within the administration 
which would pursue a course of 
increasing boldness toward Ger- 
many. Loosely, this is called the 
“war party,” as Miss Thompson, 
Lippmann and the others who feel 
as they do are called “war-mong- 
ers.” It is not the intention here 
to pass judgment on the appro- 
priateness of the label (repudiated 
by those to whom it is attached) 
or of the counter-label, “appeaser.” 
The purpose is only to report—as 
news—the fact that Sippmann’s 
influence has been steadily thrown 
in favor of administrative acts 
which might, in the President’s 
phrase, lead to “shooting.” Very 
often Lippmann and his fellow 
columnists of this school of thought 
have been able to read the mind 
of the administration and forecast 
correctly the aid-to-Britain line it 
would take. 

Lippmann on April 19, in a col- 
umn entitled “The President,” fired 
the first gun in the columnar bar- 
rage to which reference has been 
made, It was not till the twenty- 
third that Miss Thompson, as re- 
lated, went heavily into action with 
her call upon the President to as- 
sume leadership. In her article 
were echoes of Lippmann’s follow- 
ing adjuration: 

“In this tremendous time the 
American people must look to their 
President for leadership. They are 
not getting leadership from _ the 
President. They are not being 
treated as they deserve to be treat- 
ed and as they have a right to be 
treated. They are not being treat- 
ed as men and women but rather 
as if they were inquisitive children. 
. » » They are being dealt with 
cleverly, indirectly, even conde- 
scendingly and —— ‘ 
Congressman Assails pmann. 
Inserted in the Congressional 
Record (as Lippmann’s pieces 
often are), this article brought 
down on him the wrath of Repre- 
sentative \John E. Rankin (Dem.) 
of Mississippi, who declared that 
the author “seems to be trying to 
browbeat the President of the 
United States into plunging this 
country into the European war.” 
“We have heard the President 
accused of war-mongering by 
members on the Republican side 


is not plunging us into war... . 
“He (Lippmann) proceeds 
criticize the President for carrying 
out the President’s pledge to the 
American people. President Roose- 
velt told us in the beginning that 
was in favor of keeping Amer-

in the Orient If we can avoid it, 
and we certainly do not want to 
fight there in defense of an iso- 
lated Philippines, without friendly 
bases near by. Neither can we 
view with equanimity the shatter- 
ing blow to Britain which would 
result from either the loss of Sing- 
apore or its temporary neutraliza- 
tion ... by Japanese thrusts into 
the Dutch Indies. We should, there- 
fore, make it unequivocally clear 
that further Japanese aggressive 
moves in this direction will meet 
with American resistance in such 
measures as may be necessary to 
check them.” . 

Lippmann wrote on the eight- 
eenth: “We can do no greater in- 
jury to the cause of peace than to 
fail to make clear to Japan now, 
before she commits herself irrevo- 
cably (i. e., to joining Hitler in 
the war to destroy British sea pow- 
er), that she cannot count upon 
our permanent . neutrality. It is 
true that the American people do 
not want war with Japan. But it 
is equally true that they are de- 
termined to insure their security, 
come what may.” 

More of Lippmann’s Views. 

A few further quotations will 
make clear the trend of Lipp- 
mann’s thought on our relation to 
the war: 

March 18—“It should be made 
clear at once from this country 
that the Azores are as much an 
American vital interest as Mar- 
tinique or Bermuda or Newfound- 
land, and no measure should be 
neglected which will make the 
seizure of the Azores by the Axis 
powers an impossibility.” 

April 15—“Anyone who approves 
the occupation of Greenland and 
does not redouble his willingness 
to give support to Britain is too 
innocent to have learned the ele- 
mentary facts of life. And in their 
state of dangerous innocence, the 
people are given false assurance 
that we have another ‘base’ from 
which to defend the Western Hem- 
isphere and, in consequence, are 
encouraged once more to believe 
that they can be satisfied with the 
existing plans and the existing 
tempo of the American production 
and of the American mobilization. 
“In fact, the situation is much 
more critical than the administra- 
tion has yet dared to say, and the 
prospects for 1941 are much more 
serious than the President. has as 
yet made plain to the people of 


this country.” 


April 24—“There is now being 
prepared . . . the battle for the 
control of the Atlantic. The ob- 
ject of this battle will not only be 
to cut the lines of supply between 
the British Isles and both of the 
Americas; the object will be also, 
first, to cut the connection between 
South America and North Ameri-

April 29—“The debate between 
the isolationists and the interven- 
tionists is coming to the point 
where a decision will have to be 
taken, and it is necessary that we 
endeavor to define as clearly as 
possible the real issue on which 
sincere men and women still dif- 
fer. The issue is whether Amer- 
ica should stand alone and defend 
this hemisphere by repelling at- 
tacks on this side of the Atlantic 
or whether it should go to the sup- 
port of Great Britain and, in alli- 
ance with the British navy and air 
force, repel the attack before it 
can be organized and launched, 
That is the real issue to be de- 
cided. It is not a choice between 
war and peace. It is, as Col. Lind- 
bergh himself implied, a choice 
between fighting alone on this side 
of the Atlantic or with a powerful 
ally on the other side of the At- 
lantic.” 

Views of Alsop and Kintner. 

Joseph Alsop and Robert Kint- 
ner are two able young Washing- 
ton newspaper men, both formerly 
of the New York Herald Tribune 
staff. Their “American White Pa- 
per,” published last year, gave evi- 
dence of their access to excellent 
sources of information regarding 
American foreign policy. They are 
reputedly close to the British Em- 
bessy. Alsop is a distant cousin 
of the President, and, like him, 
was educated at Groton and Har- 
vard. As was told in an article in 
the Post-Dispatch last Sept. 22 on 
the activities of the Committee to 
Defend America by Aiding the Al- 
lies, Alsop was one of a behind- 
the-scenes which, “disturbed 
by the Pregident’s seeming lethar- 
gy” (Alsop’s phrase in a newspa- 
per columfh), brought pressure to 
bear on him to speed the comple- 
tion of the destroyer-naval bases 
deal. 

Of the activity of Alsop and 
other newspaper writers during 
this period, Ernest Lindley, an- 
other columnist, has written: “For 
almost two months almost every- 
thing that was done toward effect- 
ing the destroyer deal was done 
by newspaper columnists and edi- 
tors.” Among other achievements, 
“they persuaded Gen. Pershing to 


advocate the transfer of destroy- 


ers, in a nation-wide broadcast.” 
A®ssop personally made the broad- 
casting arrangements for the 
Pershing speech. 

Whereas Lippmann and Miss 
Thompson are out-and-out com- 
mentators, Alsop and Kintner are 
primarily reporters. They exer- 
cise, however, the columnist’s cus- 
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usual basis, and therefore the dras- 
tic steps required if the .conomic 
problem is squarely faced cannot 
be taken for political reasons. The 
war effort is not all-out, and there- 
fore only the handful of men in 
daily contact with the facts can 
avoid the sin of wishful thinking. 
The disagreeable thing is not done 
because, though vitally necessary, it 
is disagreeable. ... All these dif- 
ficulties will be removed if an all- 
out war effort is made.” 

The point of view of the Alsop- 
Kintner team is further revealed 
in the following paragraphs from 
three dispatches: 

April 21—“By easing the shipping 
shortage alone, we had it in our 
power to change the Mediterranean 
picture. We failed to do so. So 
long as we are guilty of that sort 
of failure—so long as our effort is 
not all-out—bad news will continue 
to come. In the words of one of 
the few consistently foresighted of- 
ficials in the administration, ‘Every 
month wasted now means six 
months more of war later.’ Under 
the circumstances, it is hard not to 
feel that the President and the 
men around him have been derelict 
in their duty to bring the facts 
ed to the attention of the peo- 
p e.” 

April 22—“The loss of Dakar to 


the Germans would be a direct; 


threat to the United States of the 
most serious dimensions. Under 
the circumstances, besides intelli- 
gent co-operation with the British, 
the utmost of American boldness 
seems called for.” 

April 24—“Men who have been 
working with him (the President), 
say, “We're all set to go; it’s up to 
him now to pick his time and 
place.’ It is to be hoped that he 
will not wait too long for a suit- 
able moment. For it is a tragic 
‘waste of the most precious and 
irreplaceable of all commodities to 
delay the next advance even by a 


day.” 
Pearson and Allen. 

Like Alsop and Kintner, the 
Pearson-Allen partnership is repor- 
torial, interested primarily in get- 
ting the “inside story” of happen- 
ings at the capital. But here again 
the news ‘emphasis is heavily in 
favor of an advanced position on 
the road of aid to Britain. Robert

fend it.” 

April 25, Pearson and Allen em- 
Phasized the “gloomy” character of 
the war picture and attributed to 
“defense strategists” the convic- 
tion that “the great hope of the 
United States is to keep the Brit- 
ish fleet on guard in the Atlantic.” 

“For the British fleet today, as 
never before,” the columnists add- 
ed, “is the first line of American 
defense.” 

Maj. Eliot’s Opinions. 

The most outspoken of all the 
columnists in favor of warlike 
Measures has been Maj. George 
Fielding Eliot, a writer on mili- 
tary affairs for the New York 
Herald Tribune and other newspa- 
pers. Maj. Eliot was born in New 
York, received a degree from Mel- 
bourne University (Australia) and 
served with Australian troops at 
|} the Dardanelles and on the West- 
ern Front during the last war. He 
was later in the intelligence re- 
serve of the United States Army. 
He ig the author of the “The 
Ramparts We Watch” (1938), . a 
book dealing with the require- 
ments of American national de- 
fense. 

The Eliot article of April 24 was 
published on the first page of the 
Herald Tribune under the caption, 
“Maj. Eliot Asserts Only Convoys 
Can Save Britain From Defeat.” 
This article concluded: 

“As a matter of plain military 
common sense, we have now ar- 
rived at a moment of decision 
which cannot permit of half-meas- 
ures: we cannot, as intelligent 
people, continue putting forth our 
resources and our substance on 
the sea in ships which are doomed 
to come to rest in the ooze of the 
ocean bottom. We have the power 
to see that those ships, or a 
substantial part of them, arrive 
safely at their intended destina- 
tions. Either we must do this or 
stop sending them. There is no 
possibility of compromise; it is 
one thing or the other. 

“The time for paltering with the 
truth and refusing to face un- 
pleasant facts is long since past. 
We have all too little time, even 
if we act at once, to make up for 
the delays and hesitations which 
have already been so helpful to 
our enemy. Further delay will be 
fatal to Britain and disastrous to 
ourselves. 

“These are the facts. They can- 
not be challenged; they must be 
}faced, There remains only decis-

Proposes to Obtain $10,- 
000,000 in Fresh Capital 
ae ee es 
Bonds and Notes. 


Proposals for new financing in 
which $10,000,000 of new capital 
will be raised will be filed tomor- 
row by the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. The re- 
funding of $95,000,000 of outstand- 
ing capital obligations is involved. 

President William McClellan of 
Union Electric informed the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday that the 
new capital would come from the 
sale of 400,000 shares of common 
stock at $25 a share to the North 
American Co., parent holding com- 
pany of Union Electric. The 
money will be used toward con- 
struction of the new Venice power 
plant which will add 80,000 kilo- 
watts to the Union Electric sys 
tem’s generating capacity. 

Cost $4,800,000. 

The company will ask the SEC 
to approve an issue of $80,000,000 
in bonds, the proceeds to apply to- 
ward retirement of an outstanding 
issue of $80,000,000 first mortgage 
bonds bearing interest at 3% per 
cent. The outstanding bonds were 
issued only four years ago in an 
extensive refinancing operation 
and do not mature until 1962. 

To call the outstanding bonds 
July 1, as is proposed, the com- 
pany will have to pay the holders 
a premium of $4 on each $100 of 
face value, or a total of $3,200,000. 
In the sale of these bonds four 
years ago the company realized 
only $98 for each $100 of face 
value, thus incurring an issuing 
cost of $1,600,000, exclusive of reg- 
istration fees, lawyers’ fees and 
other large items. The issuing 
cost and the call premium together 
constitute a financing cost of 
$4,800,000 on the original $80,000,- 
000 issue, or $1,200,000 a year for 
the four years the issue has been 
outstanding. 

Plan to Call Notes. 

It is expected the refunding is- 
sue will bear a somewhat lower 
rate of interest, but President Mc- 
Clellan said he did not know what 
it would be. He said also it was 
expected the new bonds would be 
sold at a premium, 

The company also proposes to 
sell $15,000,000 of preferred stock 
and use the proceeds to pay off 
$15,000,000 short-term 3 per cent 
notes. These notes do not mature 
until July 1, 1942, but are to be 
called next July 1, a year ahead 
of maturity date. For the call 
privilege, the company will pay a 
premium of 50 cents on each $100 
of face value, or a total of $75,000. 

The: new preferred stock will 


carry a higher capital cost, prob-| 


ably a dividend rate equivalent to 
4% per cent, 

Heretofore securities of Union 
Electric Co. and other utilities in 
the’ North American system have 
been marketed almost exclusively 
through the New York brokerage 
house of Dillon, Read & Co., with- 
out competitive bidding. It has 
been- a common occurrence for 
such securities issues to be called 
within comparatively short periods 
after issuance, requiring the pay- 
ment of substantial premiums by 
the issuing companies. In the 
marketing of new securities to 
provide for these refundings the 
underwriting broker collects the 
usual commission. 

These financing costs — issuing 
discounts and cal] premiums—are 
reflected in the actual cost of 
capital to the companies con-

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP).— 
Administration supporters were re- 
ported today to have abandoned, 
largely because of Republican op- 
position, an attempt to keep the 
chairmanship of the important 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
from Senator Reynolds (Dem.), 
North Carolina, 

Reynolds, senior Democratic 
member of the committee in point 
of service, has been in line for the 
chairmanship since the recent 
death of Chairman Sheppard of 
Texas, 

By Senate tradition, a commit- 
tee chairmanship goes to the sen- 
ior member of the majority party. 
In the case of Reynolds, however, 
there were many protests against 
his advancement to the post in 
view of his criticism of the admin- 
istration’s foreign policy. . Much 
of the defense legislation integrat- 
ed in this program passes through 
the hands. of the military commit- 
tee. 

Taking cognizance of these pro- 
tests, some administration men at- 
tempted ta lay the groundwork 
for a move within the Democratic 
Steering Committee, which recom- 
mends committee assignments, to 
pass over Reynolds and place Sen- 
ator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, in the 
chairmanship. Thomas, now chair- 
man of the Education and Labor 
Committee, has been a consistent 
administration supporter. 

While some thought the Steering 
Committee might be persuaded to 
go against precedent and sidetrack 
Reynolds, the North Carolina Sen- 
ator made it known that he would 
appeal any such decision to the 
Senate. 

A quiet check of the Senate was 
said to show that practically all of 
the 28 Republicans would vote to 
uphold the traditional custom and 
give the place to the North Caro- 
lina member. Reynolds also will - 
have the support of several Demo- 
crats who entertain views similar 
to his about the British aid pro- 
gram, and of some Democrats of 
opposite views who are against 
depriving a member of a chair- 
manship when he was entitled to 
it by. seniority.

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP).— 
Some members of the House Ways 
and Means Committee said today 
they viewed President Roosevelt's 


request for a $3,500,000,000 tax bill 
that would not “make the rich 
richer and the poor poorer” as a 
mandate for higher income taxes 
rather than new sales taxes. 

Legislators charged with the 
task of drafting the revenue meas- 
ure said they interpreted Roose- 
velt’s letter to the committee’s 
chairman, Congressman Doughton 
(Dem.), North Carolina, broadly 
as a plea for enactment of the 
Treasury's tax program, which 
was based on sharp increases in 
the surtaxes on middle bracket in- 
comes, 

The letter was viewed in other 
quarters as in the nature of a re- 
assurance that the administration 
was not out to “soak the poor.” 

. Republican Criticism. 

At the same time, Republican 
House members criticised the let- 
ter as vague and lacking in con- 
structive suggestions, 

“The trail doesn’t lead any- 
where,” said Minority Leader 
Martin (Rep.), Massachusetts. “If 
the President just wanted to talk 
about the subject without saying 
anything, it was perfect.” 

Doughton was in North Caro- 
lina for the funeral of Congress- 
man Folger (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina, but committee members said 
he undoubtedly would call the 
President's letter to the commit- 
tee’s attention formally at an early 
session.

Quickly he 
learried that this venture was be- 
yond his more than modest purse 
and he reduced his special field 
to American naval history. To- 
day he has more than 16,000 books 
and pamphlets on this and other 
subjects, together with many val-. 
uable naval prints. They are 
housed in the old Hyde Park home 
but eventually will be moved to 
the nearby Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Library after the President has 
had an opportunity to cull out 
those he believes unworthy of pres- 
ervation. 

Aid for Historians. 
Commenting on the contents of 
this personal library, the product 
of about 40 years’ loving labor, R. 
D. W. Connor, archivist of the 
United States, told the annual 
meeting of the Society of Amer- 
ican Archivists, in 1939: 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt is the 
nation’s answer to the historian’s 
prayer. 

“Never before has the White 
House sheltered a President who 
has had so clear an understanding 
and so sympathetic appreciation 
of the historian’s unceasing peti- 
tion for the raw materials of his 
science, As a collector the Presi- 
dent has to his credit the best pri- 
vate source of material on Amer- 
ican naval history in existence.” 
Connor was pulling a rather long 
bow. Considering the times and} 
resources, Washington, John 
Adams and Jefferson ranked 
among the highest as collectors 
and former President Hoover’s 
War Library at Stanford Univer- 
sity is one of the great libraries 
of the world. 

The President’s paralysis in- 
creased his love of books and writ- 
ing, although when Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy he already had 
published a pamphlet in 1914 en- 
titled, “Our First Frigates, Some 
Unpublished Facts About Their 
Construction.” 

Dr. Endicott Peabody, the ven- 
erable headmaster of Groton, tells 
of visiting his “old boy” Frank- 
lin shortly after paralysis had con- 
fined his former student to a wheel 
chair. The scene occurred: in_ the 
Hyde Park library. The school- 
master began to commiserate with 
Roosevelt. who replied with a 
‘hearty laugh: 

“See all these books around 
here?” He waved his arms to the 


high, well-stocked shelves. . 
“T’ye never had the time. to 
read them and now I intend to 
do it.” 
Wide Range of Special Knowledge 
The President’s intimates fre- 
quently are amazed at his special- 
ized knowledge. Besides stamps 
and American naval history, he is 
an expert on Dutchess County his- 
tory, genealogy and architecture; 
he has such a knowledge of the 
history of the Democratic party 
that the omniscient politico, James 
A. Farley, observed many times 
in admiration, “The fellow knows

was startled several years ago 
when the President gave a 15-min- 
ute extemporaneous talk on. the 
history of the “Fly Club” at Har- 
vard to half a dozen fraternity 
men, 

The key to the President's read- 
ing and his extraordinary memory 
seems to be ih his special interest 
in subjects that have personally 
touched him and in his efficient 
way of reading and of saving ma- 
terial he thinks he .may be able 
to use. 

He is particularly interested in 
history and biography. He has 
frequently said that he is related 
to almost everybody in New Eng- 
land, and he apparently knows the 
Roosevelt and Delano - histories 
back to the middle ages. He con- 
nects American historical person- 
ages and episodes with his own an- 
cestors,.. 

At times. he regards himself as 
a professional writer who hasn't 
had the time to put it on paper, 
and he feels a warm community of 
interest with writers.

He likes to 
have writers around him and he

CHURCHILL IN RADIO TALK 
TO POLISH PEOPLE.OF WORLD 


He Tells Them Hitler’s “Brutal 

Attack” Resulted From Alarm 

at Nation’s Success. ~- 

LONDON, May 3 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, in a 
message of hope to “Polish people 
all over the world,” said today the 
presence of the Polish Government 
and its armed forces in Britain 
has “enabled us to build the foun- 
dations for Anglo-Polish relations 
after a common victory and the 
restoration of your freedom.” 

His broadcast address marked 
the 150th anniversary of adoption 
of a Polish constitution. 

Churchill told the Polish people 
that Germany’s “brutal attack” on 
Poland in 1939 resulted from the 
German “alarm” at the success of 
the Polish nation. 

Churchill praised the Polish 
people for their stand against the 
Nazi war machine and said that.

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Gen. Johnson — 


Nobody’ for. Presi- 
dent’s Action on 
Commission. 


By GEN. HUGH 8S. JOHNSON 

N a very flattering fashion, re 
J auests are piling up that I write 

a column roaring about the Pres- 
ident’s refusal to renew my com- 
mission in the Regular Army Re- 
serve. This I cannot do for sev- 
eral reasons, 

A first and, standing alone, a 
sufficient one is that conducting 
@ column of comment on current 
events is a high privilege and a 
public trust. A man may properly 
use it to express his private opinion 
on other matters but has no busi- 
ness to use it to advance his pri- 
vate interests. 

A second reason, equally suffi- 
cient, is that this minor matter 
was treated with remarkable fair- 
ness and more extensively than it 
deserves by the press. 

Apart from these, “I ain’t mad 
at nobody.” I didn’t seek or want 
any publicity on this affair. The 
story broke and a press confer- 
ence, not sought by me, was un- 
avoidable. I felt a deep hurt, but 
that was simply because I have 
been part of and devoted to the 
army since I was 16 years old— 
or if you count National Guard 
service—14 (42 or 44 years). But 
in view of far more poignant heart- 
aches, mine is nothing. 

Within His Rights 

Furthermore, the President was 
within his rights. Some of the 
telegrams to me express indigna- 
tion that I was “dismissed from 
the service.” That is not true. A 
reserve commission expires every 
five years. My commission ex- 
pired and the President simply 
failed to renew it. This is the cus- 
tom and the law in many kinds of 
public office, and never before did 
I hear such a hullabaloo about 
the President’s exercise of that dis- 
cretion. 

Cries that mine is another Lind- 
bergh case are equally mistaken. 
The President never called me, by 
implication, a Copperhead. So far 
as I know, he never has published 
about me an unkind word although 
he has had provocation — and 
may have it again. Furthermore, 
I didn’t resign. On the contrary, I 
applied to be reappointed. 

In my unavoidable press confer- 
ence, the only thing I criticised was 
Stephen Early’s statements, as re- 
ported to me, of reasons for the 
rejection — that I am physically 
unfit, have had no contact with the 
army for the many years of my re- 
serve commission, and that. the 
army did not want me. 


Tried to Get Early 


I had to answer all three of 
these published statements because 
none is true. I tried to check up 
with Early before comment but 
couldn’t reach him on the  tele- 
phone, although I dodged the press 
until 4:30 p. m. After being be- 
sieged for a statement from 4 a. m. 
Early had taken a much-needea 
day off. 

Later, Early called me and said 
that he had not made some of

In the $21,000,000 engine plant, 
Doss said, it is hoped to bring 
down materially by mass produc- 
tion the $25,000 cost of a 2000-h. 
p. Pratt & Whitney planes engine. 
He told of a $800,000 magnesium 
casting plant which the Ford Co., 
has built, and of a $18,000/000 plant 
being built on a 3840-acre site 20 
miles from the River Rouge plant 
for the making of airplane frames 
and parts which will be shipped 
to . Dougias-operated assembly 
plants at Forth Worth and Tul- 
ga. The frames will be for bomb- 


ers. 
He. told of Ford Co. plans to 


‘build its own airplane engine, 4 
V-12 fuel injection motor of the 
liquid-cooled type. Already, a two- 
cylinder engine operating on the 
game principle, has produced 300 
horsepower. So the 12-cylinder 
motor should produce 1800 h. p. If 
this engine proves to be as pow- 
erful as is expected, Doss said, it 
can be put into mass production 
and the Ford Co, can use much 
of its V-8 engine equipment. 

Doss also told of a naval service 
school, inspired by the Ford trade 
school, which Henry Ford has de- 
veloped and presented to the Fed- 
eral Government. This school is 
now training 1200 young men for 
the navy and by fall will have 
1800 enrolled in a three-month 
course. It is expected that the 
school will turn out 5000 trained 
technicians a year for the navy. 

In Dearborn, the Ford Co. also 
is training men for the operation 
and maintenance of trucks for the 
Red Cross motor corps. Last week, 
the vanguard of 1000 officers from 
army camps arrived at the Rouge 
plant to. begin classes in a new 
Ford army service school in which 
they will be trained in the opera- 
tion and servicing of equipment 
Ford is building for the army, in- 
cluding blit buggles, bomber 
service trucks and. officers’ staff 
cars. It is planned to train 960 
officers in the school in the next 
eight months. Still another de- 
fense activity of the Ford Co, 
Doss said, is the sending of two 
traveling truck service and main- 
tenance schools to every army 
camp in the country.

~ Too Many Men, Says ——

“I always wanted to get a job in an advertising agency,” 
he confessed after class one evening. 
“But I have trudged around to over a dozen of them the last 
few weeks without any success.

“In high school I was interested 
in art and illustrated our school pub- 
lications. I even took a course in 
commercial art on the side. 

“A number of business men have 
paid me to do advertising sketches 
for them. but still I can’t land a job 
in an agency. Dr. Crane, what would 
you advise?”

DIAGNOSIS: Our trouble with 
young men today is the fact that 
many try to get jobs by the same 

method. They stampede the front office and try to come into 
an organization by the front door. That policy is all right, if it 
produces results, but when a talented man like Frank cannot 
get into an agency by the front.entrance, he should remember 
that there are other avenues of approach.

Here’s an actual case of a former student who had 
almost the same qualifications as Frank and wanted 
an advertising job. He tried to get one, but was un- 
successful. So I advised him to take any position he 
could land in a large department store, He got a job 
as clerk in the men’s clothing section.

those of you who are underweight 
may follow right along with us, 
for this splendid exercise stimu- 
lates the body’s circulation and thus 
helps underweights greatly. 

The waist, like the neck, should 
be a slim isthmus. ost of us 
vizualize the body as a whole not 
ag two parts—an upper and lower 
joined by what should be a ‘nar- 
row section of muscle. The waist 
is capable of much extension and 
movement so give it the maximum 
stretchment throughout today’s 
exercise. 

Before beginning practice the 
wiggle waggle for three minutes. 

Take position: Standing, hands 
on hips, feet apart, abdomen 
strongly drawn in. (That is your 
middle control). 

Exercise: Swing upper body to 
the left as does Rita Hayworth, 
keeping your legs steady from hips 
to heels. Let your head swing 
over too. Swing back to starting 
position. Swing to right -side. 
Swing back to starting position. 
Repeat five times, making the 
swing bigger and more rhythmic 
each time. Waltz tempo. 

Part 2. Now still in same posi- 
tion, swing from far left to far 
right and back again. Swing 
thusly ten times. Rest a moment 
before beginning. 

Part 3. Now stand in erect posi- 
tion but arms at sides. As you 
swing to the far left drop the left 
arm down as far as possible as 
your right hand swings up to 
your right breast as demonstrated 
in Figure 2. Swing quickly to 
right side reversing arm positions. 
Swing and stretch to a waltz tem- 
po from left to right, but only with 
the upper part of the body. 

For five minutes rehearse this 
hip exercise: Raise right leg 
slowly until it is at right angle to 
body with heel extended, knee 
straight. Then slowly lower leg 
outward toward floor without 
touching floor, back to right angle, 
then across the body and lower to 
starting position. Repeat with left 
lég. Always keep the heel extend- 
ed, knee straight, abdomen held 
in. Do rhythmically to waltz mu- 
sic stretching as far as you can 
in each direction.

At the Argus office next morn- 
ing he was informed by Tim Cal- 
lahan, the printer, that the paper 
had been scid the week before to 
a smart city guy who was coming 
to take over. He introduced him- 


self as the smart city guy and Tim — 


almost swallowed his quid but by 
a remarkable piece of regurgita- 
tion recovered it. After which he 
accepted the new boss in name 
but continued to manage both him 
and the paper ever after. 

What happened during the ever 
after is told by Victor Holmes in 
an excellent book that he calls 
“Salt of the Earth” (the Macmil- 
lan Company, New York), in which 
the life of a country editor and 
a sympathetic picture of small 
town life and its characters are 
presented—their humor and pathos 
and sometimes their tragedy. 

Speaking of tragedy the best 
“story” that ever happened in 
Grand City was the death of lit- 
tle Tommy Dunn.

OLONEL CHARLES A. LINDBERGH'S resignation from the United States 
Army Air Corps Reserve last week over implications which he said 
President Roosevelt had made on his loyalty to this country marked the 

end of a connection that began March 19, 1924, when Lindbergh, a gangling 
good-natured youth of 22, began training as an army flying cadet at Brooks 
Field, San Antonio. He was commissioned as a first lieutenant in the Thirty- 
fifth Division air squadron, Missouri National Guard, here at Lambert Field in 
1925, and during the next year, while he was a pilot on the St. Louis to Chicago 
air mail route, was made a captain. When he made the first New York to 
Paris airplane flight in 1927 he was promoted to a Colonel in the Air 
Reserve. Since then he has been on active duty twice, once for a few wee 
in 1927, and again in the spring of 1939 when he made an inspection tour of 
air corps facilities and research projects. It was when asked at a press 
conference why Lindbergh had not been called into active service that 
President Roosevelt drew the parallel with the “Copperheads”—defeatists and 
Southern sympathizers in the North duting the Civil War—which aroused 
Lindbergh's resentment. 

Lindbergh's preoccupation with public affairs and the international 
situation began in 1936 when he moved to England. and began traveling for 
periods in France, Russia, Germany and Italy, examining the aviation situation 
in each. He was greatly impressed then with German air strength and 
efficiency, and, at a reception in Berlin in 1938, caused wide criticism in this 
country when he accepted a German Government medal from Marshal 
Goering, as he had from other governments. 


With the beginning of the war in Europe Lindbergh made his first

by four more broadcasts in a year in which his position as'a national hero 
made him one of leaders of sentiment against aid to Britain. The burden of 
his speeches has been this: The United States, if it builds up a “reasonably 
strong” army, navy and air force, is in no danger of invasion; the European 
war is none of our business; it is a war for gain (the British Empire had become 
too rich;) Germany is, according to her standards, as much right as England; 
he does not want to see either side win a complete victory, but there should be 
a “negotiated™ peace; we should deal with a Europe dominated by Nazi 


Germany if it wins; that by promising aid to England and France, we | 


encouraged the war, and by continuing te send it to England, we are causing 
needless bloodshed and prolonging the war, as even with all American 
resources, England: cannot win; we would suffer a humiliating defeat if we
